E (tiled from Peru (where we had continu- 
** ed by the ſpace of one whole year) for 
China and Fapan, by the South-ſea 
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Months ; and had good wines from the 
Eaſt, though ſoft and weak , far five 
months ſpace and more; But then the 
wind came about and f{etled in- the Weſt 
for. many days, fo as we could make little or no way, and 
were ſoinetimes mm purpole ta turn back : But then again 
there aroſe ſtrong and great winds from the South, with 
a Point Eaſt: which carried us up, (for all that we could do) 
towards the North, by which time our viQtuals: failed ns , 
though we had made good ſpare of them, So that finding 
out ſelves; in the midſt of-the greateſt Wilderneſs-of waters 
in the World, without victual, we gave onr- ſelves for loſt 
men, and prepared for Death, Yet we did lift up our Hearts 
ang Voices to God above, whoſheweth his Wonders in the Deep ; 
beſceching him of his Mercy, that asinthe Beginning He v1(- 
covered the Face of the Deep, and brought forth Dzie-land 1 
So he would now difcoyer Land to us, that we mighr not 
perith, And it came to paſs, that the next.day about Even+ 
ing, we ſaw within a Kenning before us, towards the North, 
as it were thicker Clouds, which did put us in ſome hope of 
Land: Knowing how that part of the South Sea was utterly 
unknown; And mzghe-haveIflands or Continents, that hi- 
therto were not come to light, Wherefore we bent.our-courſe 
thither, where we ſaw the appearance of Land all chat Night: 
And in che Dawning of the nexc Day, we might plainly dit- 
cernthatit was a-Pand flit to our fight, and-full of Beſcage , 
which made it thew the more dark ; and. after an Hour and 
_ a. baikg (ayling, we entred into good Haven, being the Pore 
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taking with us Victuals. for Twelve:

of a fair City, Not great indeed, but well built, and that 
gavea pleaſant view trom the Sea, And we thinking every 
minute long, riil we were on Land, came cloſe ro the Shore, 


and offered ro Land, bur ſtraightways we ſaw divers of the' 


people, with Baſtons in their hands, (as, it were} forbidding 
us to land, yer without any cries or fierceneſs, but only as 
warning us off, by figns that they made, Whereupon being 
nor a little diſcomforted, we were advifeing with our ſelves 
what we ſhould do, during which time, there made-fo;th to 
us a {mal boar, with about eight perſons in it, whereof one 
of them had in his hand a Tip-ſtaffe of a yellow Cane, tipped 
at both ends with blew,who mace aboard our ſhip, without any 
ſhew of Diſtruſt ar all;and when he ſaw one ef our number pre- 
ſeat himſelf fomwhar afore the reſt,” he drew: forth a little 
ſcroule of parchment (ſomewhat yellower than our Parch- 
ment, and ſhining like the leaves of writing Tables,: but 0- 
therwiſe ſoft and flexible,) and delivered it to our formoſt 
man ; in which ſcroulwere writtenin antient Hebrew; - and jm 
antient Greek, and in good Latize of the Schoo], and in 
Spanifh, theſe words; Landye not, none of you; and provide 
to be gone from this Coaſt within ſixteen aays, except you have 
further timegiven you : Mean while, if you want Freſh Water, 
or Viitual, or help for your Sick, or that yoar Ship needeth repair; 
write down your wants, and-you (hall have that which belongeth io 
Mercy, This ſcroul was figned with a Stamp of Cherubims: 
Wings, not {pread but hanging downwards, and by them a 
Croſs. This being delivered, the officer returned, and left: 
only a Servant withus to receive our Anſwer, Contulting 
hereupon among ourſelves, we were nuch perplexed, The 
deniall ot Landing, and haſty warning us away, troubled ns: 
much: On theother ſide, to find that the people had langua- 
ges, and were ſo full of Humanity, did comfort usnot a little, 
And above all, the fign of the Creſſe to that Inſtrument, way” 
to us a great rejoycing, and as it were a certain preſage of 
Good, Our Anſwer was in the Spaniſh Tongue ; That for + 
our Ship it was well , For we had rather met with Calmes and 


contrary winds, then any Tempefts © For onr Sick, they were mays 
and.

-and in very ill Caſe ; So that if they were not permitted to-Land, 
they ran is danger of their lives, Our other wants wee ſer 
down in particular, adding ; That we had ſome little ſtore of Mey- 
chandize, which if it pleaſed them to areal for, it might ſupply 
our wants, without beins chargeable nato them, We offered 
ſome Reward in Piſtolets unto the Servant, and a peice of 
Crimſon Velvet to te preſented to the Othcer ; but the Ser- 
vant rook them not, nor would {carce look upon them ; and 
io lefr us, and went back in another little boat, which was ſent 
for him, | 
About three hours after we haa diſpatched our anſwer, 
there came towards us, a Perſon (asit ſeem'd,) of place, He 
had on him a Gown with wide fleeves, of a kind of water 
Chamoler, of an excellent Azure Colour, far more glofly 
then ours - His under Apparel was green, and ſo was his Hat 
being ia che form of a Turbant, daintily made, and not ſo 
huge as the Turkiſh Turbants,and the Locks of his hair came 
down below thebrims of it; A Reverend Man, was he to 
behold, He came ia a Boar, giit in ſome part of it, with four 
perſons more only in that Boar, and was followed by another 
Boat, wherein were ſome twenty, When he was come with- 
n a Flight-thot of our ſhip, fignes were made to us, that 
we ſhould ſend forth ſome ro meet him upon the water, which 
we preſently did in cur Ship-Boar, ſending the principal man 
amongſt us {ave one, and four of our number with him, When 
we were come within {ix yards of their Boat, they called tg 
us to ſtay, and not ro approach further, which we did, And 
thereupon the Man, whom I before deſcribed, ſtood up, and 
witit a loud voice in Spaniſh, asked, Are ye Chriftians * We 
anivered, We were, fearing the leſs, becauſe of the Croſs we 
had ſeen in the Subſcription, At which Anſwer the ſaid Per- 
ſon lift up his Right hand towarces Heaven, and drew it ſoftly 
to his Mouth(wiich is the Geſture they uſe, when they thank 
God;z) and then ſai. : If you will ſwear, (all of you) by the 
merits of the Saviour, that ye are no Pirates , Nor have ſhed blood 
lawfully nor unlawfully, within forty days paſt, you may have 
krecenſs 16 com? on Land, We iaid, We were adl ready to take that 
oath, 
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dath, 'Whefenpon one of thoſe that were with him, being 
(as it ſeemed) a Notary, made an entry of this At, Which 


done, another of the Attendants of the Great Perſon, which 

was with him-in the ſame Boar, after his Lord had ſpoken a 

kecle ro him, ſaid aloud : My Lord would have you know, that 

# is not of Pride or Greatneſs, that he cometh not abo:rdyour ſhip : 

But for that ,in your Anſwer, you declare, that you have many ſick” 
amone ft you, he was warned by the Conlervator of Health ef the 

Cicy, that he ſhould keep adiftance, We bowed our ſelves to- 

wards him, and anſwered: We were his humble Servants , ard- 
accounted for great Honor, and fingular Humanity towards us, 

that which was already done : But hopea well, that th: Nature of 
the Srckneſs of onr Men, was not infedttonms, So he returned ; 

And a while atter came the Notary to us aboard our Ship: 
Holding in his hand a Fruit of that Councry, 1:ke an Orenge, 
bur of color between Orenge- Tawny and Scarlet, which caſt 
2 moſt excellent Odour, He ofed it (as it ſeemeth) for a Pre-. 
ſervative againſt Infeftion, He gave us our Oath; By the 

Name of Fefus and his Merits, And after told us, thit the 

next day «bout fix a Clock inthe Morning, we ſhould be ſent 
to, and brought to the Srirangers Houſe, (ſo hecalled: it where: 
we ſhould be accommodated of things, both for our W hots, 

and for our Sick, So he left us; And when we offered him ſomes 

Piſtolers, he ſmiling, faid, He maſt not be twice p1id for one | a- 
beur: Meaning (asI takeit) that he had Salary ſafftcient of 
the State for his Service, For as Fatrer learned) they cail an 
Officer that raketh Rewards, Twice paid, : 

The next Morning early, there came to vs the ſame 0ffccy, 
that came to us at firſt with his Cane, and told us : He came 
to condutt us tothe Strangers Houſe : Azd that he hat prevented 
the Hour, becauſe we might have the whole d.ry wefore rs, for our 
Buſineſs, Foy (faid he) If you will follow mp Adtice, there (ball 
firſt go with me [ome few of you. and ſee the pl ute, and how it may be 
wade convenient for you ;, And then you may ſend fer your ſick,and 
the reſt of your Number, which ye wil brinz 03 Land We thanks 
ed him and faid; That this care which he tooh of deſolate Strangers 
God would reward, And ſofix of us,. \vent oa Land-with bim -

And when we were on Land, he went before ns, 2nd: turned 
to us, and ſaid ; He was but our Servant,. and our Guide, He 
led us through three fair Streets ; And all the way we 
went, there were gathered ſome People on both fides, ſRand- 
ing ina Row: Burt in ſo civil a faſhion, as if ic had been, not 
to wonder at us, but to welcome us; And divers of them, as 
we paſſed by them, put their Arms alittle abroad, which is 
their Geſture, when they bid any welcome, The Strangers 
Houſe isa tair and ſpacious Houſe, built of Brick, of ſome- 
what a bleiver Color than our Brick ; And with' handſome 
WinJows, ſome of -Glaſs, ſome of a kiad of Cambrick 
oyled, He brought us fi:{t into a fair Parlcur above ſtairs,and 
Then asked us: What number of perſons we were © And how many 
'(ick 7 weanſwered, We were in all i fick and whole) one and 
: fifty Perſons, whereof our {ick were ſeventeen, He defired us to 
have patience a little, an -to ſtay rill he came back to us 
which was about an Hour aiters And then heled us to ſee the 
: Chambers, which were -provided for us, being in nuinber 
nineteen, They having caſt ir (as it ſeemeth) chat four of 
thoſe Chambers, which were better then che reft, might re- 
ceive four of th2 priacipal Men of onr Company, and | dg 
them alone by themſelves; And the other fitceen Chambers 
 weretolodg us, two and two together, The Chambers were 
handſome and chearfal Chambers, and tura:thed civilly, Then 
heled us to a long Gallery, like a Dorture, where he ſhewed 
us all along the one fide {for the other {ide-was but wall and 
window) ſeventeen Cells, very neat ones, having partitions 
of Cedar wood, Which Gallery and Cells being in all forty 
(many more then we needed) were inſtituted as an Infirmary 
for ſick Perſons, And he told us withall, that as any of our 
ſick waxed well, he might be removed trom his Cell, -to a 
Chamber-: For which purpoſe there were (et forth ten ſpare 
Chambers, beſides the number we ipake of before, This 
done, he broguhtus. back co the Parlour, and lifting up his 
Cane a lictle(as they do when they give any Charge or Com- 
mand) faid to us 5 Te are to know that the Cuſtome of th: Land 
requireth, tht afier this day aud to morreom, (which we give Je 
17 
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for removing your People from your Ship,) ou are to keep with- 
in doors for three days, But let it not trouble you, nor do wot 
think your ſelves reſtrained, but rather left to your reſt and 
eaſe, You ſhall want nothing ; and there are ſix of our Peo- 
ple appointed to attend yow, for any Buſineſs you may have 
abroad, We gave him thanks with all Aﬀectien and Re- 
ſpe, and ſaid; God ſurely is manifeſted in this Land, We 
offered him alſo twenty Piſtolets ; Bur he ſmiied , and onely 
ſaid; What ? Twice Paid! And ſoheleft us, Soon after our 
Dinner was (ervedin 5 Which was right good Viands, both 
for Bread and Meat: Better than any Collegiat Dit , that 1 
Eave known in Exyope, We had alfo Drink of three forts, 
all wholſome arid good , Wine of the Grape; a Drink of 
Grain, fach as is witk us our Ale, but more clear: anda kind 
of Sider made of a fruit of that Countrey; A wonderfull plea- 
ſing and a Refreſhing Drink : Beſides, there were broughr 
intous, great Store of thoſe Scarlet Orenges, for our Sick; 
which (tkey aid) were an aſſured Remedy for {icknels taken 
at Sea: There. was given us alſo, a Box of (mall gray, or 
whitiſh Pills , which they wiſhed our Sick ſhould take, one 
of the Pills every night before ſleep; which (they ſaid )would 
haſten their Recovery, The next day, after that our Trouble 
of Carriage, and Removing of our Men., and Goods out of 
our Ship , was ſomewhat ſettled and quiet, Irhougtt good to 
call our Company together , and when they were aſſembled, 
ſaid unto them; My dear Friends, Let us know ony ſelves, and 
how it flandeth with us, We are Men caſt on Land , as Jonas was, 
ont of the Whales Belly, when we were as buried in the Deep : 
And now we are on Land, we are but between Death and Life, For 
we are beyond, both the Old World and the News, And whether 
ever we ſhall ſee Europe, GOD only knoweth, Tt i; a kind of Mi- 
vacle hath brought us hither : And it muſt be little leſſe that ſhall 
bring us heace, Therefore in regard of our Deliverance paſt, and 
our danger preſent, and to come , lt us look up t8 GOD, and 
every Man reform his own waics, Beſides, we are come here a- 
momeſt a Chriſtian People , fall of Pietie and Humazity : Let 
us not bring that confuſion of face upon onr (elves , a; to ſhew our

vices, or unworthipe(s before thew, Tet there is more > For they 
have by Commandement (thouzhin form of conrteſie) Clayſtered 
zs within theſe Walls for three days : Who knoweth, whether it be 
not to take ſome tafte of our manners and conditions © and if they 
fxd them bad, tobaniſhw firaightwaies, if good, 10 give us fur- 
ther time. For theſe men, that they have given us for Attendance, 
may withall bave an Eye upon us, Therefore for Gods Ivve, and 
a we love the weal of onr Souls and Bodies, rt us ſo behave our 
ſelves, as we maybe at peacewith God, and may find grace in the 
eyes of this People, Our Company with one voice thanked 
me for my good Admonition, and promiſed me to live fober- 
ly and civilly , and without giving any the leaſt occafion of 
Offence. So we ſpent our three days joyfully, and without 
care, in expeRation what would be done with us, when they 

. wereexpired, During which time, we had every hour joy 
of the Amendment of our fick ; who thought themſelves 
caſt into ſome Divine Pool of Healing ; they mended lo kind- 
ly, and fo faſt, 

The Morrow aſter our three days were paſt, there came to 
us a new Man, that we had not ſeen betore, clothed in blew 
as the former was, ſave that his Turban was white, with a ſmall 
red Croſs on the Top, He hadalſoa Tippet of fine Linnen, 
At his comming io, he did bend to ns a little, and put his Arms 
abroad, Weoft cur parts {lured him in a very lowly and ſub- 
miffive manner ; As looking that trom him we ſhould receive 
Sentence of Life, or Death, He defired to {peak with ſome 
few of us ; Whereupon fix of us only ſtayed, and the reſt 
avoided the Room, He ſaid; I am by Office Governor of the 

Houſe of Strangers, andby Yocation I ama Chriſtian Prieſt ; and 
therefore am come to you, to offer you my ſervice, both 45 Strangers, 
and chiefly as Chriſtians, Somethings I may tell you, which I think 
nouwtill not be unwilling to hear, The State hath given you Licence 
to lay on Lan# for the ſpace of ſix weeks : And let it not trouble you, 
if your occaſions ask farther time, for the Law in this point is nat 

preciſe ; And T do not doubt, but my ſelf ſhall be able to obtain far 
you ſuch further time as ſhall be convenient, Te (hall alſo undey- 

fland, that the Strangers-Houſe # at this time Rich, and much 
afore-. 
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aforehend ; For it hath laid up Revenew theſe Thirty ſeven years 
For ſo long it i ſince any Stranzer arrived in this part : And 
therefore take ye no care; The State will defray you all the time 
you ftay : Neither ſhall you ſtay one day lefs for that, As for any 
Merchandize you have brouzht, ye ſhall be well nſe!, and have 
your retern, either in Merchandizs, or in Goid and Silver : For 
9 15 8f & all oze, And if you have any tr requeft to make. hide 
#t not, For ye ſhall find, we will not make your countenance to fat, 
Gy the Anſwer ye (hall receive, only this T muſt tell you, that none 
of you muFt go above a Karan, (that is with them 2 mile and a 
halt) from the Walls of the City, without ſpecial leave, We an- 
ſwered, after we hid looked a while upon one another, 2dmi- 
ring this gracious and Partnt-like uſage; That we ro1!d not tell © 
what to ſay: For we wanted words 10 expreſs our Thaxks ; And his © 
Noble free officers left us nothing toask, It ſeemed to us, that 
we had before is a pidture bf our Salvation 72 Heaven : For we 
that were a while ſince inthe Faws of Death, were now brought 
into a plate, where we found nothing but Conſolations, For the 
Commanadement laid upon us, we would not faile to obey it, thouzh 
it was impoſſible but our Hearts ſhould be enflamed to tread further 
upon this happy and holy Ground, Weadced ; That our Tongues 
ſhould firſt cleave ts the Roofes of our Months, cre we ſhould forget, 
either this Reverend Perſon, or this whole Nation, in nr Prayers, 
We alſo moſt humbly beſought him to accept of us as his rrue 
ſeryants, by as juſt a Right, as ever men on Earth were boun- 
den ; laying and preſenting, both our Pertons, and all we 
had ar his feer, He faid ; He was a Prieſt, and — a Pricſts 

reward , which was our Brotherly lsve, and the good of our Souls 
and Bodies Sohewent from us, not without Tears of Ten- 
derneſs in his Eyes; And left us alſo contuled with joy ena 
kinene(s, ſaying amongſt our ſelves; That we were come ito 
4 Land of Angels , which aid appear to us aaily, and provent 
5 with Comforts, which we thought not of, much l:\s ex-

" Thenext day about Ten of the Clock, the Governor can e 
ro us agath, and afrer Salutations, ſaid tamiliarly ; That he was 
tome th wifit ns; And called fora Chair ; and ſire him Conn

And we being ſome ten of us (the reſt were of themeanerſort,, 
or elſe gone adroad,) fate down with him: And when we were 
ſet, he began thus ; Je of this Iſland of Benſalem ( for ſo they 
call it in-their Language ) have t his : That by means of onr ſo- 
litary Situation, and of the Laws of Secrecy, which we have for 
our Travellers, and our rare Admiſſion of Strangers , we know 
well moſt part of the Habitable World, and are our ſelves unknown, 
Therefore becanſe he that knoweth leaſt, is fitteſt to ask Queſtions, 
it is more reaſon, for the Entertainment of the time, that ye as. 
me Oueſlions, than that I aft you, Weanſwered, that we hum- 
bly thanked him, that he would give ns leave ſo to do: And that 
w? conceivedby the taſte we had already, that there was no worldly. 
thinz on Earth, more-worthy to be known, than the State of that 
happy Land, But above all ( we (aid) ſince that we were met. 
from the ſeveral Ends of the world, and hoped aſſuredly, that we- 
ſhould meet one day in the Kingdom of Heaven ( for that we were, 
both Parts Chriſtians ) we deſirea'to know (in reſpett that Lan 
w.4s-ſoremote, and ſo divided by vaſt and unknown Sexs from the 
Land. whire our SAVIOUR, walked on Earth ) who was 
the Apoſtle of that Nation, and how. it was converted to the. 
P7ith ?. It appeared in his face, that he took great Content- 
meat in this our Queſtion : He ſaid, Te knit my heart to you, 
by asking this queſtion in the firſt place *: For it ſhemeth, that you 
Firſt feek the Kingdom of Heaven -. And 7 ſhall eladly, and 
briefly, ſatsfie your demand; 

About twenty Years after the Aſcenſion of our S AVIOU-R, 
it came to paſs, that there was ſeen by the People of Rentuſa,

Light, as-an Heavenly Sign, It ſo fell out, that there 
was in one of the Boats, one of the Wiſe Mem, of the Society of 
Salomons Houſe : which Houle or Colledge ( my good Bre- 
thren ) is the very Eye of this Kingdome ; Who havins a while 
attentively and deveutly viewed, and contemplated this Pillar and 
Croſſe, fell down upon his face : Andthen raiſed himſelf upon his 
knees, and lifting up his Hands to Heaven, made his Prayer in this 
manner, . 
Ord God of Heaven and Farth, thou hath vouchſafed of thy 

: /Grace, to thoſe of our Order, to know thy Works of Creation, 
and truz Secrets of themz And to diſcern (as far as appertaineth to 
the Generations of Men) between Divine Miracles, Works of Nature, 
Works of Art, and Impo{tures, and ]lluſfions of all forts. I do here. 
acknowl:dge and teltifie before this People, that the Thins we now 
ſee before our eyes, 1s thy Finger, anda true Miracle. And foraſmuch, 
as we learn in-our Books, that chou never workelt Miracles, but to a 
Divine and Excellent End, (for the Laws of Nature are thine own 
Laws, and thou exceedeſt them not but upon good cauſe) we-moit 
humbly b:ſeech thee, to proſper this great Sign and to giveus the 
Interpretation and uſe of itin Mercy; Which thou doſt in ſome part 
ſecretly promiſe, by ſending it unto us. . 


When he had maae his Prayer, he preſently found the Boat he was 
in, moveable and nnbound, whereas all the reſt remained ſtill faſt;

JF Bartholomew, 2 Servant of the Higieft, and Apoſtle of Fe- 
I ſw Chrift, was warned by an Angel that appeared to me, 
in a viſion of Glory, that I ſhould commit this Ark to the 
Floods of the Sea, Thereforel do teſtifie and declare, unto 
that People, where God thall ordain this Ark to come to 
Land, that in the ſame day is come unto them Salvation, and 
Peace, and Good Will from the Father, and trom the 
LORD FESUS, 


There was alſo in both theſe Writings, as well the Book, as the 
Letter, wrow2ht agreat Miracle, Conform to that ef the Apoſtles, 
#3 the Original Gitt of Tongues, For there being at that tine, 
3nthis Layd, Hebrews, Perſians and Invians, beſides the Na- 
tives, every one read wpon the Book, and Letter, as if they had 
been written -in his own Language, And thus was this Land ſaved 
from Infiaclity ; i as the Remain of the Old World was fromWa- 
ter) by aw Ark, through the Apoſiolieal and Miraculous Evan- 
geliſme sf St, Bartholomew, And here he pauſed, and a 
M<il:nge c2me, and called him forth from &s, So this was 
all that paſſed in that Conference, | ; 

Thenext Day,the fame Governor came again to uvs,imme- 
diately after Dinner, and excuſed himſclf, faying ; That the 
Day before he was called from ns ſomewhat abruptly, but aow he 
would make us amends, and ſpend time with us, if we held his 
Company aud Conference agreeable: We anſwered ; That we 
hcld it ſo agreeable ; and pleajing to us, as we forgot both Danzers 
paſt,aud Fears #0 come, for the time we heard him ſpeak; And that 
we thought an Hear ſpent with him, was worth Years of onr former 
life. He bowed himielt a little ro us, and after we were ſet

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of oor Number ſaid, aftera little Pauſe ; That there was a 
Matter, we were no leſs deſirous to know, then fearful! to ah, 
I-ft we might preſume too far, But incouraged by his rare Hama- 
z7ty toward ws, (that could ſrarce think onr ſelves tran Pers, bring 
bis vowed an profeſſed Servams,) we: win!d take the Hardneſs 
fo propound it : Humbly beſecching him, if h: thoucht it not 
fit to be an{wered, that he would pardonit, thouzh he rijefed it, 
We ſaid . Fe wed oſ:rved thoſe his words, which h: formerly 
ſpaks, That this appy Tſand, where we now flovd, was krown to 
few, 1nd yet knew moſt of the Nations of the World , which we 
found to be tre, conſidering they had the Langnages of Europe, 
and knew much of 6ar State and Buſineſs : And yt we in Europe 
(notwithtanding all the remote Diſcoveries, and Navigations of 
thes laſt Aze) mever heard any of the leaft Inkling or Glimpſe 
of this Iſland, This we found wonderfull [frange , for that all 
Nations have Enterknowleaze one of another, either by Voyage 
into Foreion Parts, or by Strangers that come to them : And 
though the Traveller into a Foreign Conmtry , doth commonly 
k ow more by the Eye, than he that ſtayed at home can by relation 
of the Traveller; Yet both ways ſuffice ts make a mutnal Knows» 
lenge, in ſome degree, 0n both parts, But for this [land, we nc- 
ver heard tell of any Ship of theirs, that had been ſen to ar- 
rive npon any ſhore of Furope ; No, or of either the Fatt, or 
Weſt Indies, zor yet of any Ship of any other part of the World, 
that had mate return for them, And yet the Marvel reſted not in 
this, For the Situation of it (as his Lordſhip ſaid) in the ſecret 
Conclave of ſneh a vaſt Sea monzhi cauſe it, But then, that 
they ſhould have Knowle2ge of the Languages, Books, Affairs, 
* of theſe that lie ſuch a difiance from thera, it was a thins we could 
76t tell what to make of Foy that it ſeemed to us a4 condition anda 
Propriety of Divine Powcrs and Beings, to be hidden and uaſeen 
to others, and yet to have others open, and as in a linhtto them, 
At this ſpeech the Governor gave a gracious imile, and {aid , 
That we did well to ask parden for this Qurftion we now asked , 
For that it imported, as if we theuzht this Land a Land of Ma - 
gicians, that ſent forth Spirits «f the Aire into all parts, to bring 
them News and Intelligence of other Countries, It wasantwered 
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by us;all, in all poſſible humbleneſs, but yet with a Counte- 
nance taking Knowledge, that we knew that he ſpake it bur 
meraily, That we were apt enough ts think, there was ſomewhat 
ſupernatural ia this Iſland, but yet rather as Anzelical, than Mari- 
cal, But tolet his Lordſhip know truly, what it w.#s that made ns 
tender and doubtful to ask this Queſtion, it was not any (uch con- 
ceit, but becaule w? remembred hee had given a Touch in his for- 
nes Speech, that this Land had Laws of Secrecy touching Stran- 
ers: Tothis he ſaid z Tow remember it aright : And therefore 
in that T ſhall ſay to you, I mnſt reſerve ſome particulars; which it is 
not lawful for me to revea! , but there will be enoughleft to 71ve 
you ſatisfattion, 

You ſhall underſtand ( that which perhaps you will ſcarce i5:nk 
cred:ble ( that about three thonſand Years ago, 07 ſomewhat more, 
the Navigation of the World( eſpecially for remote Voyazes ) was 
greater than at this Day, Do not think with your ſelves, That 7 
know not how mnch it ts increaſed with you, within theſe thres{core 
Years : I know it well ; And yet T ſay, greater then, than now : 
Whether it was, that the example of the Ark, that ſaved the Rem- 
nant of Men, from the univerial Deluge, gave Men confidence to 
aauventure upon the waters , Or what it was +, but [nch 1s 197 truth, 
The Phoeniceins axd eſpecially the Tyrians, had grcat Fleets, 
So had the Carthaginians thetr Colony, which is yet further VF: 7, 
Toward the Eaſt the Shipping of Egypt, and of Paleſtina, was 
likewiſe great. China alſo, aud the great Atlantis, ( that you-call 
America ) which have now but Inks, and Canoas, abonnded then 
in tall Ships. This Iſland, ( as appeareth by faithful Regiſters of 
thoſe times) hal then fifteen hunared ſtrong Ships of great content. 
Of all this, there is with yeu ſparins Memory, or none; But we 
have large Knowledge thereof, 

At that time, this Land was known and frequented by the Ships 
and Veſſels of all the Nations beforenamed, and ( as it cometh to 

paſs) they had many times Men of other Countries, that were no 
Saylers, that came wich them ; as Perſ1ans, Chaldeans, Arabians, 
So as almoſt all Nations of Might and Fame reſorted hither , of 
whom, we have ſome Stips, an little Tribes with us, at this day : 
And for onr own Ships, they went ſundry Voyages, as well toyour

Streights, which you call the Pillars of Hercules, As to other payts 


inthe Atlantique and Mediterrane Seas ; As to Paguin, ( which 


i the ſame with Cambalaine) an4 Quinzy, wpon the Oriental 
Seas, as far as tothe Borders of the Eaft Tartary, 

At the [ame time, and an Age after, or more,the Inhabitants of 
the great Atlantis did flowriſh, For though the Narration and 
Deſcription which i:made by 4 great Man with you, that the De(- 
cendents of Neptune planted there ; and of the Magnificent Tem- 
ple, Palace, City, aud Hill ; and the manifold ftreams of goodly 
Navigable Rivers, which ( as ſo many Chains ) invironed the 
ſame Site, and Temple ; And the ſeveral Degrees of Aſcent, 
whereby Men did climbe up ts the ſame, as if it kad been 4 Scala 
Cceli; be all Poeticall and Fabulous : Yet ſo much is true, that 
the ſaid Country ef Atlant's; As well that of Peru then called 
Coya, 45 that of Mexico, then named Tyrambel, were mighty 
and proud Kinedomes, in Arms, Shipping, and Riches : $8 
mighty, as at one time, ( or at leaſt within the ſpace of ten years, ) 
they bath made two great Expeaitions ; They of Tyrambel 


through the Atlantique to the Mediterrane Sea ; and they of 


Coya, through the South Sea upon this our Iſland: And for the 
former of theſe, which was inty Europe, the / Auther amone ff 
you ( as it [eemeth ) had ſome'relation from the Egyptian Prieſt, 

whom he citeth, For aſſurealy, ſuch a thing there was, But whe- 

ther it were the Antient Athenians, that had the glory of the Re- 

pulſe, and Reſiſtance of thoſe Forces, 1 can ſay nothing : But cer- 

tain it ts, there never came back, either Ship or Man from that 

Foyage, Neither had the other Voyage of theſe of Coya upon ns, 

had better fortune, if they had not met with enemies of greater 

clemency. For the King of this, Iſland, ( by name Altavin ) 
a wiſe Man, and a great Warrier Knowing well both his own 
frrenzth, and that of his Enemies ; handled the matter ſo, as he 
cut off their Lana- Forces, from their Ships, an4 entoyled both their 
Navy, and their Camp, with a greater power than theirs, both by 
Seaand Land: And compelled thew to render themſelves without 
ſtriking flroke : And after they were at his Mercy, contenting 
hiwſelf only with their Oath, that they ſhuuld no more bear Arms 
againſt him, diſmiſſed them in all ſafety, But the Divine revenge 
DL » overto0% 
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orert0ok'not ling after thoſe proud: Enterpriſes, For within leſt 
thanthe ſpace of one Hundred Tears; the Great: Atlantis was w#t- 
terly loſt and deſtroged : - Not by a great Earth-quake, as your Man 
faith , ( For that whole TratFs little ſub; ect to Earth quakes 1) 
But by-a particular Deluge ', or. Inunaation: ; Theſe Conn- 
tries having, at this Day, farre greater Rivers; and farre hiches 
Mountains, to pour down Witers, than any part of the Old World 
But i is true, that the ſane Inundation was uot deep; Not paſt 
forty foot, in-moſt places, fromthe Ground ;, So that althouch 
deſtroyed Man and Beaſt generally, yet ſome fewwild Inhabitants 
of the Wood eſcaped; Birds alſo were ſaved by flying to the High 
Trees and Woods, For as for men, althouzh they has Buildings in 
many places, higher than the Depth of the Water , Tet that [n-- 
undation, thouzb it were ſhallow, had a long Continuance , where 
they of the Yale, that were not drowned, periſhed for mant of Food, 
and other things neceſſary,$8 45 marvel you not at the thin Popu- 
Lition of America, nor at the Rudenefs & [enorance of the Peoples 
for you muſt account your Thhabitants of America as 4 young People 
youreer a thouſand years, at the leaſt; than the reſt of the World : 
For that there was ſo mach time, between the Univerſal Flood, 
and their Particular Inundation, . For#he poor Remnant of Hu- 
mane Seed, mhich remainedin-their-Mountains, Peopled the 
Countrie ag ain-lowly, bylittle and little s And being ſimple and « 
ſavage People (*Not like Noahand his Sons, which was the chief 
Famiby of the Earth \they wereinat-able to leave Letters, Arts,and 
Civility to their Poſterity; And having likewiſe in their Mountai- 
nons Habitations been uſed, ( in reſpect of the Extreme Cold of 
thoſe Regions ) to cloaththemſetves with the Skinnes of Tyvers, 
Beares, and great Hary Coats, that they bave in thoſe Parts , 
When after they came downintothe Valley, and found the intole-- 
rable Heats which are there, and knew no means of lighter Ap- 
parell ; they were forcedtobegin the cuſtome of going Naked; 
which continueth at this day, Only they take great Pride and de- 
light, inthe Feathers of Birds, And this alſo they took froms theſe 
they: Anceſtors of the Mountains, who were invited nnto it, by the 
infinite Flight of Birds, that came up to the high Grounds, while 
we Waters ſtood below, So you ſee, by this main Accident of

Time, we left on Fraffique with.the Americans, with whom, 
of all others, in regard, they lay neareſt tons, we had -moit Com- 
werce. - As for the ather Parts of the World, it is moſt mani- 
feſt,) that iw the Ages following, ( whether, it were in reſpedt of 
Warres, or by a Natural Revolution of time, ) Navigation did 
every where greatly decay; And ſpecially, farre Yojazes, ( the 
rather by the Uſe of Gallies,and ſuch Veſſels as could hardly brook 
the Ocean \-were altogether left and omitted, So then, that part 
of Entercourſe, which could be from other Nations, to ſayl to ws ; 
you ſee how it hath long ſince ceaſed s Except it were by ſome rare 
Accident, as this of yours, But now of the Ceſſation of that othey 
Part of Entercour[e, which might be by our Sayting to other Na- 
tons, I muſt yield you ſome other Cauſe, For I cannot ſay, (if T 
ſhould ſay truly, ) but our Shipping, for Number, Strength, Ma- 
riners, Pylets, and all things that appertainto Navigation, us 4s 
great 45 ever: And therefore why we ſhould {it at home, I fhall now 
give you an dccount by it ſelf, And it will draw nearer, to give 
you {atisfattion, to your principall Queſtion. | 


There reigned in this Tſland, abont 1900 wears age, 4 King, 
whoſe memory of: all others we moſt adore 5 Not [uperſtiviouſly, but 
a5 4 Divine Inſlrument, thoneh a Mortal Man : . his Name was 
Salomona-: And we 8/teerms hins as the Law-giver of ar Nation. 
This King had « large heart, i»{crutable fer good ; and was wholly 
bent to make his Kinedome and People Bappy. He therefore ta- 
king into conſideration, bow (ufficient and ſubſtantive this Land 
was, to maintain it [elf without any ayd ( at all )of the. Foreiner; 
Being 5 600 Milt in Circuit;and of rare Fertility of Soyl, in the 
greateſt part thereof 5, And finding al{e' the Shipping of this 
Country might be plentifully ſet on work, bath by Fiſhing, and 
by Tranſportations from Port to Part, avid likewiſe by Sayling, 
#nts ſome ſmall Iſlands that are not farre from us; and arc unde 
the Crown and Laws of this State, And recalling into his Memo- 
ry, the happy and flouriſhing Eſtate, whereinithis Land then was ; 
So 45 it might be athouſand waies altered tothe worſe, but (carce 
any one way to the better thought nothing wanted 10 his Noble 
and Heroical Intentions, but only( as farre as fiumane forej1oh1 
might reach ) to give perpetuity to that, which was in 5:5 tame 
# 2 i6 
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[o happily eſtabliſhed ; therefore amoneſt hu other Fundamental 
Laws of this Kinedome, he did ordain, the Interditts and Prohi- 
bitions, which we have touching Entrance of Strangers; which at 
that time ( though it was after the Calamity of America ) was 


frequent; Doubting Novelties and Commixture of Manners. 


Tt is true, the like Eaw, azainſt the admiſſion of ' Strangers withs 
out Licence, is an ancient Law, in the Kinedome of China, azd 
yet continued in uſe, But there it is a poor thing, And hath made 


them a curious, ignorant, fearful , fooliſh Nation, But our Law- 


giver made his Law of another temper, Foy firſt) he hath preſer- 
ved all peints of Humanity, in taking Order, and making Provi- 
fron for the Relief of Strangers tiftreſſed, whereof you have taſted; 
At whith Speech (as reaſon was) weall roſe up, and bowed 
our ſelves. He went on, That King alſs ſtill deſiring to joyn Hu-. 
manity and Policy together; And thinking it againſt Humanity, to 
detain Stranzers here againſt their Wills ; and againſt Policy, 
that they ſhowld return,and di(cover their knowledge of this Eſtate, 
he took this Courſe : Ht did ordiin, that of the Strangers, that. 
[bould be permitted to Land, as many(at all times) might depart as 
would ; But 4s many 4s wonld ſtay; ſhawld have very good Condi- 
tions, and Means to live, from the State, Wherein he [aw {o farre; 
that now in ſo many Ages ſince#he Prohibition, we, have memory, 
not of one Ship that ever returned; and-but ' of thirteen Perſons 
only, at ſeveral times; that choſe to return in our Battowes. What 
theſe few that returned, may hawe reported abroad; 1 knew not; 
But you muſt think; Whatſorver they have faid; could be taken 
where they came, but for a Dream,” Now 'for our Travelling from 
hence into Parts abroad, oar Law-giver thonzht fit, altogether to 
reſtrainit, So it is not in China, For the Chineles ſel where 
they will, or can ; which ſheweth, that their Law of Keeping out 
ſtrangers, is a Law of Puſillanimity and fear: But this reſtraint 
#f ours, hath one only Exception, which i a'mirable , Preſerving 
the good which commeth by communicating with Strangers, and 
aveiding the Hurt : And Twill now open it to you, And here F 
ſhall ſeem a little to digreſs,but you will by and by find it pertinent: 
Te ſhatl underſtand; my dear friends, ) that amongſt the Excel> 
lent att of that:King, one above all hath the prebeminence, 1t was 


the 
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the Erettion, and Inſtitution of tan Order, or Society, which we 
call Salomons houſe. The Nobleft Foundation, ( a5 we think, that 
ever was upon the Earth: And the Lanthorne of this Kinedome 
It wdedicated to the $1u1y of the Works and Creatures of G © D, 
Some think it beareth the Founders Name alittle corrupted,as if it 
ſhould be Salomons Houſe, But the Records write it, as it is [po- 
ken, So a5Ttake it to be denominate of the King of the Hebrews, 
which i famons with you, and no ſtranger to us ;, For we have ſome 
Parts of his Works, which with you are loſt; Namely, that Narural 
Hiſtory which he wrote of all plants, from the Cedar of Liba- 
nus,f9 the Moſs that growethout of the Wall, And of all things 
that have Life and Motion, This waketh me think that our King 

finding himſelf to Symbolize.in many things, with that King of the 
Hebrews(which lived many years before him)honored him with the 
Title of this Foundation. And I am the rather induced to be of this 
Opizion, for that T find in ancient Records, this Order or Society 
# ſometimes called Salomons Houſe ; And [ometimes the Col- 
ledge of the Six dayes Works ; whereby I am ſatisfied, That our 
Excellent King had learned from-the Hebrews, That G 0 D had 
created the World, andall that therein is, within ſix dayes; And 
therefore he inſtituted that Houſe, for the finding ont of the true 
Nature of all things (whereby G 0 D' might have the more Glory 
in the Workmanſhip of them,and Mtn the more Fruit in their Uſe of” 
them)\dia give it alſo that ſecond Name, But now to come to our pre- 
ſent purpoſe, When the King had forbiaden,to all his People, Nawi- 
gation in any Part, that was not under his Crown, he made never-- 
theleſs this Ordinance ;, that every twelve years there ſhould be ſet 
forth, out of this Kingdom , two Ships, appointed to ſeveral 

Poyares ; that in either of theſe Ships, there ſhould be a Miſſion 

of three of the Feilows, or Brethren of Sslomons Houſe ; whoſe 

Errand ws only td give us Knowledge of the Aﬀairs and'State of 

theſe Countries ts which they were deſigned, And eſpecially-of the 

Sciences, Arts, Manufattnres, and Inventions of all the World , 

and withall to bring unto us, Books, Inſtruments, and Paterns, in” 

every kind : That the Ships, after they had landed the Brethren, 

ſhould return ; Andthat the Brethren [hould' tay abroad till the 

new Miſſion, The ſhips are not otherwiſe fraught then with =

of Viftgals, and good quautity of Treaſure t4 rewaine with the 
Brethren, far the buying of [wh Things, and remarding of 
ſuch Perſons, 45 they ſhowld think fit, Now for we to tell you, how 
the vulgar ſort of Mariners are contained from being diſcovered 
at Land ; And how they that muſt be put on ſhoare for any time, 
colour themſelves under the Names of other Nations 5 And to what 
places theſe Voyages have been deſigned ; And what places of Rex- 
devious are appointed fer the new Miſſions; And the like Circam- 
ſtances of the Prattique z I may not do it ; Neither is it much to 
your deſire, But thus you ſee we maintain 4 Traat, not for Gold, 
Silver, or Fewels ; Nor for Silks ; Nor for Spices , Nor any othey 
Commodity of Matter ; But only for Gods firſt Creature, which 
was Light: To have Light (7 ſay) of the zrowth of all Parts of 
the World, And whea he had ſaid this, he was fileat 5 And 
ſo were we all. For indeed we were all aſtoniſhed, to hear ſo 
ſtrange things ſo probably told, And he perceiving that we 
were willing to {ay ſomewhat., bur had-it not ready, in 
great'Courteſietook us off, and deſcended to ask us Queſti- 
ons of our Voyage and Fortunes, and in the egd concluded 
that we might do well to think with our ſelves, what time 
of ſtay we would demand of the State; and bad us not to 
{cant onr ſelves : For he would procure ſuch time as we de- 
fired, Whereupon we all aroſe up and preſented our ſelves to 
kiſs the skirt of his Tipper, but he would not ſuffer us; and 
ſotook his leave, But when it came once amongſt our Peo- 
ple, that the State uſed to offer Conditions to Strangers, that 
would ſtay, we had work enough to get any of our Mea to 
look to our ſhip ; And to keep them from going preſcatly 
to the Governor, to crave conditions, But with much ado 
we refrained them, till we might agree what courſe to take. 
We took our (elves now for Freemen, ſeeing there was 
no danger of our utter Perditionz And lived moſt joyfully, 
going abroad, and ſeeing what was to be ſeen, in the City and 
places adjacent, within our Teadey ; And obtaining acquaint- 
ance with many of the City, not of the meaneſt Quality ; at

right worthy of obſervation, and Relation: As indeed, it 
there bea Mirror in the World, worthy to hold Mens Eyes, 
it is that Country, Oneday there were two of our Compa- 
ny bidden toa Feaſt, of the Family, as they call it, A moſt 
nacura), Pious, and Reverend Cuſtonrit is, ihewing that Na- 
tion to be compounded of all goodneſs, This is the manner 
of it, It is granted to any man that ſhall live to ſee thirty Per- 
ſons, deſcended of his Body, alive together, and all above 
three years old , to make this Feaſt, which is done at the 
coſt of the State, The Father of the Family, whom they 
call the Tirſan, two days before the Feaſt, taketh to him three 
of ſuch Friends as he liketh to chuſe - And is aſliſted alſo by 
the Governor of the City, or Place, where the Feaſt is eele- 
brated ; andall the Perſons of the Family, of both Sexes, are 
ſammoned to attend him, Theſe two days the Tir{ay fitreth 
in-conſulration, concerning-the goo d Eſtate of the Family, - 
There, if there be any Diſcord or Svites between any of the- 
Family, they are compounded and appeaſed, There, if any 
of the Family be diſtrefled or decayed, order is rakenfor their 
Relief, and competent means to live, There, if any be ſub- 
je& to vice, or take i]l Courſes, they are reproved, and Cen- 
ſured, So likewiſe, DireRion is given touching Marriages, 
and the Courſes of Life, which any of them ſhould cake, with 
divers other the like Orders and Advices, The Governor 
affiſteth to the end, to put in Execution, by his Publick Au-- 
thority the Decrees and orders of tfe777ſan, if rhey ſhould 
be diſobeyed, though that {cl1dome needeth ; Such Reverence 
and obedience they give, to the Order of Nature, The Tir/an - 
doth atfo then ever chuſe one man'from amongſt his Sons, to 
live in Houſewith him : Who iscalled, ever after the Sop of | 
the Vine, The Reaſon will hereafter appear, On the Feaſt 
day , the Father . or Tirjſan, cometh forth afrer Divine 
Service into 2 large Room where the Feaſt is celebrated ; 
Which Room hath an Halft-Pace at the upper end. A- 
Nainſt the-wall in the middle of the Halt-Pace, is a-Chair 
placed - 
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placed for him, with a Table and Carpet before it. Over 
the Chair is a State, made Round or-Ovall , and it is

and the laſt was the Father of the Faithfull -- concluding ever 
with a Thanksgiving'for the Nativity of our Saviogr, in 
whoſe Birth, the.Births of all are only Bleſſed, Dinner being 
cnne, the Trrſan retireth again 5 And having withdrawn 
himſelf alone into a place, where he maketh ſome private 
Prayers, he commeth forth the third time, to give the Bleſ- 
ſing ; with all his Deſcendants,who find about him as at the 
fi:ſt..” Then he calleth chem torth by one and by one,by name, 
as he pleaſerh, though ſeldome the Order of Age be inverted, 
The perſon that is called, {the Table being before removed, ) 
kneeleth down before the Chair, and the Father layerh his 
Hand upon his Head, or her Head, and giveth the Bleffing in 
theſe words : Sox of Benſalem, ( or Danehter of Benſalem, ) 
thy Father ſaith it ; the Man by whom thou haſt Breath and Life 
ſpeaketh the word, The bleſſing of the Everlaſting Father, the 
Prince of Peace, and the Roly Dove be upon thee, and make the 
daics of thy Pilgrimage good and many. Tus he ſaith to every 
of them; And thar done, if there be any of his Sons of emjz 
nent Merit and Vertue, ( {o they be nor. above two,) he cal- 
leth for them again , and (aich, laying his Arm over their 
ſhoul.iers, they ſtanding ; Sopnnes, it is well yow are born, give 
God the praiſe; and perſevere to the end, And withall delivereth 
ro either of them a Jewell, mace in the Figure of an Ear of 
W hear, which thiey ever after we:r in the front of their Tur- 
ban, or Har, This done, they fall ro Muſick and dances, 
and other recreations, after their manner, for the reſt of the

And he would tell how G O D Madehim Ruler of the Sera- 
phims, which guard his Throne; And they call him alſo the 
Milkez way, and the Eliah of the Meſſiah, and many other 
high Names which chough chiey be Inferiour to his Divine 
Majeſty, yet they are far from the Language of other Fews, 
| And for the Country of Benſalem, this Man would make no 
end of commending it, Being defirous by Tradition among 
the Fews there, to have it beleeved, that che People thereof 
were of the generation of Abraham, by another Son, whom 
they call Nachoran , And that Moſes by a ſecret Cabala ordai- 
ned the Laws of Benſalem which they now uſe; And that 
when the Me ah ſhould comeand fit in his Throne at Hierw- 
ſalem, the King of Benſalem ſhould fit at his feer, whereas 
other Kings ſhould keep a great diſtance, Bur yet {etting aſide 
theſe Fewiſh Dreams, the Man was a wiſe Man, and learned, 
and of great Policy, and excellently ſeen.in the Laws and 
Cuſtomes of that Nation, Amongſt other Diſcourſes, one

proſper ever after, in an extraordinary manxer, But hear me now, 
ans. I will tell you what I know, Tou ſhall underſtand, that there us 
zot under the Heavens ſo chaſte a Nation, «s this of Benſalem; 
Nor ſo free from all Pollution or foulneſs, It i the Virgin of the 
World, IT remember, 1 have read in onz of your European 
Books, of an holy tiermit amongſt you, that deſired to ſee the 
Spirit of Fornication, and-there appeared to him, a little foule 
»zly Frhiope - Bnt if he had deſired to fee the Spirit of Cha- 
ftity of Benlalem,” it would have appearel to him in the like- 
zeſs of a fair beantifull Cherabine, For there is nothing, a- 
monglt Mortal Men, more fair and admirable, than the Chaſte 
Mindes of this People, Know therefore, that withthem there ave 
no Stewes, no diftolute Houſes, no Curtiſans, nor any thing of that 
kiad, Nay they won'er ( with deteſtation ) at you in Europe, 
which permit ſuch things, They ſay you have put Mariaze out of 
office : For Mariaze ts ordained a Remedy for unlaw'nll Conca- 
piſcence, And Nuturall Concupiſcence ſeemeth as a ſpurre to Mx 
riage, But when Men have at hand 4 Remeny, more aprceable 
to their corrupt Will, Mariaze is almoſt expulſed, And there- 
fore there are with you ſeen infiaite Men, that mary} not, but 
chaſe rather alibertine and impure ſinzle life, than to be yoaked in 
Mariage; And many that do mary, mary tate. when the Prime 
and Strenzth of their Years is paſt, And when they do mary, what 
3 Mariazetothem, but a very Bargain ;' Wherein is ſonght Ai- 
ance, or Portion, or Reputation, with ſome deſire ( almoſt indiffe-

Cuſtome of Change, and the delight in Meretricious Embrace- 
ments, ( where ſinne «« turnedinto Art,) maketh Mariage a dull 
thing, and a kind of Impoſition, or Tax, They hear you defend 
theſ eh bings . as done to avoid greater Evils As Adwventries,

And my Lords, all that is now deſired from his Ma- 
jeſty and your Lordſhips,is no more then a gratious AR of this 
preſent Parliament to authoriſe them therein, adding a mer-

able petty Felons,iwho in crue penitence for their Crimes,{121] 
implore his Majcſties mercy and permiſſion, to expiate their

But before this could be accomyliſhed to his' own cen- 
tenc, there aroſe ſuch complaints againſt his Lordſhip, and 
the then Favorite at Coun, that for ſome dates put the King 
to this Quere, whither he ſhould permit the Favorice of his 
affeRion, or the Oracle of his Cuunſel to fink in his ſervice 2 
whereupon his Lordſhip was ſent for by the King, who after 
fone diſcourfe, gave him this poſitive advice, to ſubmit 
himſelf co his Houſe of Peeres, and that ( upon his Princely 
word ) he would then reſtore him again, if they ( in their 
hono:'s )Yhould not be ſenfible of his merits; Now though 
my Lord foreſai his approaching ruine, and told tis 
Majeſty there was lictle hopes of mercy in a multitude. when 
his Enemies were to give fire, if he did not- plead for 
himſelf, yer ſuch was his obedience-to him: from whom 
he had his being, that he reſoly'd, his Majeſties will ſhould 
be his only Law, and ſo took leave of him, with theſe 
words, Thoſe that will ftrikeat your Chancellor, ( its much 
fo be feared ) will ſtrikeac your:Crown ; and with'd that as 
he.was then the firft, ſo he might: be the laſt of facrifices, 
$oon after ( according. to his Majeſties commands ) hee 
wrote a ſubmiſhveletrer to the Houſe, and ſent mee to my 
Lord Wizaſor to know the reſult, which I was loath at my 
return to acquaint him with ; for, alas !. his Soveraignes 
favor was not in fo higha meaſure, but he (like the Phenix) 
muſt be facrificed in flames of his own raifing, and ſo periſh'd 
(like Fcarus)in that his lofty deſign, the great revenue of his

Famiiſts of love, Adamites, and cn2 ofthe Rofiz Cruci ins, 
whoſe humility and knowledge I much admired, conceiving

ceived me capable(with the help of that Lords Phylofophy) 
:04do him ſome more acceptableſervice inMineral diſcoveries 
{ for the Honoc of the Nation) then the collation I made 
him of his own native ſilver, upon his ſecond vifiting that 
Rock the.yeare-tollowing. | ; 

Butler me tell you, betore theſe Phyloſophical.trials of na- 
cural cauſes could be brought to any perfte&ion, I with pati- 
ence ) endured_.all reproaches of malitious mindes, and 
woare the fooles coate in the repute of men more rea- 
dy to condemn , thea examine ;3 yet hid not Laiy- 
ſuites aroſe upon my 1ucceſl:s in Mineral diſcoveries, 
and the late Warrs interven'd , with the commaads 
of che King to attend | his motion therein, ( which oc- 
cafioned my proceediags for fixteen years to be loft 
1 preſume, providence( wichout any partner ) had inabled 
me to give incredulous perſons a plenary ſatisfaction of that

Firft, To beware of thofe people who are (o ſelf conceited, 
as they think nothing is well done, if they have not an 
intereſt by their vote therein, leaſt they make their re- 
venge upon this Mineral deſign; witneſs ( ſaith that Lord) 
the loſs of the Weſft-Tzdies upon that ſcore:

creatiſe, after they are ſetled to that ſervice, ſworn to- 
ſecrecy, and taking his Theorical direRions alſo: to be: 
conkderedin their own praRtices :| for how have the wiſeſt 

men 
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men ( faith he) conſumed vaſt Eftates through their coyes 
tous deſires to be great in the tranſmuting of Mettals, and 
the knowledge of theſympathy of minds at a diſtance, afiyel! 
as Curing of wounds with having bur fight ofthe weapon thas 
hurt the party * for (ſaith he) repentance cannot then follow 

nor thy ignorance be blamed , when providence bears the 
purſe, and ſuch prudence waits with induſtry to try the ſuc- 
ceſs of the ſecrets of nature out of the bountifulneſs of her 
own Coffers ſo diſcovered. 

Thirdly, That no money ſhoutd inchant my heart to 
take a partner, beI never ſo poore, unleſs I find his hesre 
inclined to magnifie the Creators glory, and make the Poor 
mans box,the Heir of his Stewardſhip aſwel as my ſelf, for elſe 
( faies he) thou doſt diſtruſt in providence, and fo the »9- 
thers money will be but thy ruine atlaſt, like a houſe dj« 
vided, which cannot ſtand, 

Fourthly, That I ſhould be carefull to prefer ſuch poore 
fatherleſs Children that intend eo ſacrifice the Aower of 
their youth to the ſervice of God, and reſolve fo to 
continue to their death, for the good of others aſwell as 
themſelves, 

Fifchly, To be cautious of having any thing to doe with 
a Miner that is an habitual drunkard, {wearer or lyar, for 
his cuſtom of ſinning may infet many others,and it is contrary 
coall divine Phyloſophy, to ſeek ro magnify Gods Glory 
with ſuch Creatures, when no hopes of a blefling can follow 
their actions, - | | 

Sixthly, Havea care (ſaith thatLord ) you place ſuch a 
perſon to be Steward of your Mines under ground, 
whoſe remorſe for ſin makes him ſo ſenſible of ſorrow and 
ſhame for his errors, as that: he deſires co live in contrition 
within the caverns of rocks, and not to behold other lighr 
then of a candle, to labor and help his contemplacion in 
ſuchan Abyſs ; for that Lord was wont to ſay,the blind once 
reſtored to fight, illuminates the Creators mercy more 


then any other Creature, and is of my own experience the 
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beſt Phyloſophical ſtep to the mortification of the mind 
by attracting tae defects of us mortals that are: prone to ſuch 
nhabitaall errors, = 

Seventhly, Saith he, do not puniſh any offendor by the 
ſxperior Officer, bur as ſhali be judged by a Jury of pe- 
ni:ential ſoules of their own Tribes for (faith he) if civgll 
vſaze c:nnot make the heart ſtrike the blow, aliwell as 
che hand, ſeveriry ſhould never force a builder of his 
Solomons houſe, fince it is barbarous for a Chriitan to behold 
the Image of God nied like aDog, 

Eightly, He wiſhed me not to fearch afcer new Mines, 
untill 1 knew the Meanders, windings and depths of the 
01d, with the natures of che Quarries they lodge in, by: the 
way of that cirection he gave me ; for otherwiſe he ſaid 
I thould verify the oid Proverb, to look for a needle in 4 
bettle of Hay, Faving no probable rules to guide me, but 
my own will, which conld not proſper, nor be coherent 
with Gods word, untill Idenied my felt chat priviledge ; 
yer in the mean time, that I ſhould make ſome publick 
Declaration from a place certain, to relieve the poore of 
2]1 ſuch pariſhes where Sparrs and ſhades of Mines are found 
through ploughing the barren grounds, or by ditchers 
labors, yaen notice be given rherof, to be wrought at my own 
charge, But be ſure (aid he ) have a care that you 
come into no mans ground { although you haye power 
from the King and Parliament ) untill you have acquiinted 
| him of your intended adventures, for the common good, 
and of the poore of the pariſh, at your own charge ; for leave 
is aid to be light, and doe as you would be done by: yet 
if he will neither work himſelf, nor give his conſent to you 
paying double treſpais, as the next Juſtice of Peace ſhall 
judge, £0e by his doore, for thou haſt done thy duty, when 
thou haſt acquainted the ſupreame power wherein the remo- 
ralieth, that the poore are not relieved, nor the riches of 
the Commonwealth diſcovered, 

Ninethly, That ag Grant ſhould go under my hand ( if

I gained:the whole power of that cruſt)but with ſuch reftriQ;- 
ons,/imitations and proviſoes, as he had left me in charge, 
for by that means men would buckle to their work, and 29 


faſter on with-their diſcoveries, when thou haſt che honor

Teachly, That I ihould be cautelous of not coveting riches, 
nor mindtul of vain glorious pleaſures ; but above all not £2 
diſquiet my Conſcence with the ingratitude of any. wicked 
ads, for the Miſtery of divine Phylojophy will aot admit of 
any of thoſe to have a theare in ſuch a bling, 

But ( Gentle Reader } fearing wiiere might be a grand In- 
queſt to fit upon that Lords unparrallet'd judgment, for 
truſting this tranicendent Mineral work co my weak 
capacity, and deciine his neareit kindred, aſwell as the grea- 
teſt Schollars, I ſhall unfold the riddleof his conſceprtion,and 
leave the reſolution for your wiſdomets judge of, And yer 
I muſt be forced vetiore I enter upon ſuch a ſubj<R, ro ob- 
ſerve the rule of that great Ambaſſidor the Lord Gundamer, 
who was known never to move any weighty affaires of 
his Maſter the King of Spazze to Kins Pames, but what 
he -uſher'd in with ſome Spaniſh ſtory, and lefr the appli-" 
cation to the prudency of his Princely confi eration , 
from whence; ( if 1£ may not be thought tedious or trouble- 
ſome) I ſhall cell you a true Engliſh paſſage, which ſprang 
from the ſaying of my Lord Bacon, that he conceived 
civil curtefies were ſeldom conferred on ſuffering perſoiis, 
but that they ever wote the badge of contempt, and were 
che ſcorne ot the rich, and ſcarcely pitied of the poor, the 
application being alluded by his Lordſhip ro my own pro- 
digal expences ; and obſerving his precepts as. oracles , 
I took it ſo mucho hearc, that in the prime of my yourh, 
and flouriſhing fortune in his affetion, I forced my will 
to change the ſcene of Court pleaſure in his ſervice, to a 
Cottagers habit and low condition, leaſt I ſhould be ſur- 
prized with the frowns of indigent fortune £o my SG 

am? 
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ſhame, before ſuch a preparation might be had to incounter 
thoſe ſtormes that are incident to ſuch natural cauſes, and ſo 
meet them half way by aff-Qing the low condition of a Fiſh- 
e:mans life &his honeſt calling asa ſtep togreater perteionto 
know my ſelf, From whence after ſome few moneths {peat in 
this humble way of life, to read the Hiſtories of thoſe oreat 
Princes and moſt magaificent Commanders which had 
ſurficed: with all in coaſtant pleaſures and vainglorious 
pomps voluntarily deſcended from their Crowns-and Con- 
- queſts into the deſerts of deſolate Cells,ſolitary Groves,and 
impriſoned themſelves in monaſteries as the ficteſt pcepa- 
rative to the other worlds felicity, I mee with an old man 
near the Needles in the Ifle of Wight, and asking of him 
ſome queſtions of his (ad condition, he gave me to under- 
ſtand that his profeſion was a Beggar by diſcent, ſaying 
that hfs Father before him was one, and borne ſp lame 
by a natural cauſe, as the ſame grief became hereditary to

only witneſſes of their Stewardthip at their general accounc 
and not any of thoſe whoſe poverty proceeded from their 
prodigal expence or Jaſcivious behavior to deter others from 
the like of their own ſhame, for they were but marche our 
as the living Statues, and to ſhew Gods mercy if they did 
truly repent, aſwell as his Juſtice in increafing their pu- 
niſhmeat if they did not: This divine and canting language 
froma Beggars ſcrip ( ſaith he ) is the down right Docu- 
ments we hold in the head Council of our fraternity, which 
made me then to be ſo much in love with his company an1 
condition , asking him another queſtion whither he was 
really contented in his heare with his poverty, wichour re- 


pining at other mens proſperity when he was denied at 
their 
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their dore the poor mans almes to relieve his neceſſities, 
although he ſaid his prayers for the ſame in Chriſt name © 
who modeſtly replied, there was a God above well knew, 
he never envied any mans greztneſs, nor wiſhed to change 
his howerly afflition for their daily felicities, by reaſon as 
he ſaid ) his ownaccount would be the more eafie 'to make 
at the general Judgment then the others that live in variety 
ot pleaſnres, his upper and nether garments were left as 
a legacy from his Father, and recruited by the conſtant 
Drapery of every hedges, and that the care of his ſummers 
harveſt was no more then by daily prayers, Gods providence 
andthe Almes of others to purchaſe a paire of high ſhooes 
againſt the winter ſtorms and dirty waies, by ſelling the 
worth of two pence for a penny to thoſe poor widows known 
by him to be next to his own degree of Beggary, Night 
growing on, Igave hima half fac'd groat to begert his tur- 
ther acquaintance, and to increafe his ſtock towards 
purchaſing his content therein, which he ſo thank- 
fully took ( afrer I told him providence had given me 
the value of the ſum in a draught of fifh the day before ) 
that he promiſed mee a viſic, and I another daies labor 
upon the ſame ſcore, For know(ſ{weet Reader) his home ſpun 
diſcourſe was ſo pleaſing ro my ſolirude as the ſoule and 
body never ſtrugled more with their diverſor death, then 
I did in my own reaſon to ſpend ſome howers of time in 
his ſociety, and to that purpoſe made my humble addrefles 
to my quondum Maſter by the enſuing letter, 

My only Lord, obſerving your precepts as Oracles, that if 
my prodigality continued it would be certainly rewarded with 
reproach and poverty, I did upon ſecond thoughts think 
fit in the firſt ſtep ro. my amendment to become a Fiſhermans 
Cottager from your princely ſervice, rather then ſuch high 
obſtructions ſhould remain in me, by connivency to the 
yeares of old age, and to embrace rather the converſation of 
a Beggars- ſoſciety, with his principles here encloſed, which 
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1 look npon as the Shepheards ſtar to guide my perverſe 
will in the rules of reaſon, fer ſince my profuſe carciage 
Cid ſway me fo much as] coald not withſtand a tempaation, 
when I beheld the obje& of evill,but rather grew to be worſe 
and worſe, IT am reſolved now to become your Loraſhips 
Beadsman in ſome folitary Cell, and endeavor to makemy 
felf worthy of your Honors'command, in the other world, 
Longing more to mcet- with this Beggar again, 
then the Miſtris of my heart, when I acted the Schollars 
part in Cupids ſchoole, Sunday moneth atter he came 
tothe Church Porch to heare publick prayer, where my 
ſelt being placed upon a forme by my iriend the ;Fifher- 
man, the lot of providence drove my next Neighbor co 
his deyotion, and yet (ſuch was his humility, that } I could 
not perſwade him to fit down by me, but the morning ſer- 
vice beins ſhortly after compleated, I ſhook him by the 
hand as I went out of the Church , which cauſed ſome 
perſons of quality that were wehind me to ask him par- 
ticular queſtions, how we came to be acquainted ? who cry» 
ed me {o much up for my familiar diſcourſe, and giving him 
a half fac'd groat, that the better ſort took me for tach a 
ſpy ( diſguiſed ) as heretofore had attempted the betraying 
that Iflind to the French; and in- order to the {ame In- 
cineſt, the prime Gentleman of the pariſh invited the-Fiſher- 
man and ! is wife to ſupper, and to bring me along with 
them, wiere after a civil treatment; he gave me to un- 
cerſtand what had paſſed betwixt the ſaid Beggar of Beggars 
and himſelf, concerning the deportment of my carriage, Bur 
I (unwilling ro be known ) kept my thougins to thoſe 
principles agreed on between me and the Fitherman, as his 
Kinsman ; howſoever he- informed me what the-fame of 
the Country wasupon my being in ſuch a. remote! Corcage, 
. and giving the Beggar a: groat in the' poor! habit] wore, 
' the which jf I would bar relace to;:him the truth of my - com-

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ſelf,. ſaying That 'it might be poſſible for publick diſteſtes 
r0-6atfe private reſolutions in the heart of the greareft per- 
ſons; andtherefore if it might be ſutable ro my own rea- 
ſors te-unfonld the cauſe and make him of my Cabinet 
Councib) the intereſt he had as Lord of the place, I ſhould 
cotamand without the leaſt prejudice ro my ſelf, or feare of 
invading thoſe compoſures of my quier, For which great 
coufteſie I kindly thanke him, bur withall rold him, that if 
he deſired my name,and the occaſion of my repoſe, is would 
not bei his power to Coe me a privare civility ; for being 
once known, the place of my refidence would be then as 
obnoxious tomy mind, as it was now pleafing to my ſenſes,

the All-diſpoſer; they had a repetirion of the preſent times, 
and the bounty of rich: mens Tables, aſwel as the mock- 
Beggars: Pallaces, gtving their verdict as canonical amongſt 
the ſage Beggars by inſp<Rion from their own obſervation, 
whatimuſt become of theiraQions & iffue thar, quoth he, live 
by oppreflion-and-inpleaſures ; whereof ( young man ) I muſt 
tell youmy Father was held a great Aſtrologer tor thole hid- 
dem myſteries inthe Beggars fraternity, although hls educe- 
tiom had no: other Tutorthip then 76 years experience under 
the green Canopy of ſummer hedges, called the Beggars 
he & Colledge 
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Colledge ) in moonſhiny nights, and ( as 7 take it) 
the Shepherds Calendar wentno farther with them inthe lite- 
ral ſenſe of Aſtrology, then the cogniſance of all Creatures 
behaviours in their lives and deachs; intimating once a 
moneth as a generalfLeQor to our memory, that nothing 
more of learniag was required from us mortals, but the

from the Ulſurers book, the Lawyers library, the Courtiers 
chear, the Countrimans fraud, the Merchants falſity , 
and what ,ſprang from their own exorbitant fooleries, when

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and where eame the curſe to them of ſuch a defolation, 
and how to ſalve the ſame from deſpaire of Gods 
mercy, which ever attends their conſciences in,ſuch wicked

. 1 hadno ſooner received the Epitome o f thoſe Beggars 
pilgrimages in a far larger meaſure then is here expreſt, but 
T began to contemplate upon the happineſs 7 ſhould receive, 
if a Summers progreſs were ſpent in ſuch a ſervice, that was 
called by bim the Charnel- houſe of the living, being buried 
alive; becauſe ic was obſecved that ſome of every family 
had alwaies their recourſe to this impregnable Ciradel of
